That entertaining Republican news- 
paper, the New Yurk Sun, declares 
that sending the fleet of battleships to 
the Pacific is not for practice pur- 
poses but ,for war on Japan.

Republican candidate for governor, 
whose chief spokesman Governor 
Bradley is, must stand upon that rec- 
ord of his party, and cannot expect 
to deceive the people again in this 
campaign as they did in 1895. The 
attempt of Governor Bradley in this 
speech to account for the grievous 
mismanagement of our finances during 
their administration is so weak and so- 
poor that it deserves hardly any men- 
tion at all. In his printed speech 
there are three long columns taken- 
up with a jumbled mass of figures, so 
arranged as to confuse rather than 
to illuminate the subject. An expert 
accountant could not reach any in- 
telligent conclusion from such an ar- 
rangement. and it is clear that Gov- 
ernor Bradley himself was lost in the 
statistical maze of his own figures. 
He cannot repudiate his responsibility 
for Taylor and Taylor’s administra- 
tion. No man was more responsible 
for Taylor’s temporary power than 
Bradley was; he was chief counsel 
and adviser while Taylor was acting 
governor. He was in Frankfort all 
the time and was Taylor’s leading at- 
torney in the contest cases. His own 
administration was bad enough, but 
he and his party cannot escape the 
added evil of Taylor's administration. 
Even if we should grant his request 
to hold them responsible only to the 
end of his administration in January, 
1900. the comparison with Democratic 
administration would be altogether in 
our favor. _ . 

Charge Falls to the Ground. 

He states that while Taylor was 
governor there was a dual government 
in the state, and that the Democrats as 
well as the Republicans were expend- 
ing the state’s money. That is not 
true. I was sworn in as governor on 
February 3rd. The other Democratic 
officials wore not sworn in until Feb- 
ruary 26th, and it was long after that 
before we paid out a cent of the state's 
money.

Stewardship is not ownership, was 
the burden of the talk of Bishop 
Ingram in Trinity church. New York. 
That church is at the head of Wall 
Street, and most of the Bishop’s audit- 
ors were from W'all Street.

There 
is in law a vast difference between 
stewardship and ownership ; but in 
morals he was right. Private property 
is the result of social compact.

But bad faith on the part of the hold- 
er, or owner, of private [property is, 
and always has been, a ground of for- 
feiture.

What the good Bishop meant 
was that ownership being a matter of 
compact, amounted virtually to stew- 
ardship— to the rightful use of private 
property for the benefit .of the com- 
munity. Property is like a gun, when 
used in self defense only, its use is 
lawful and just. But' when used to 
destroy his neighbor as a means of 
self-aggrandisement to mere revenge, 
such use is criminal ; and in that case 
forfeited is the only remedy. This is 
the old doctrine of deodands.

Prices Here and Abroad. 

While prices here are rapidly advanc- 
ing it is comforting to know that in 
the Panama Canal zone there is a re- 
duction in the price of various articles. 
This interesting information is given 
in the “Canal Record,” the official 
organ of’the government of the Isth- 
mias Canal zone. For instance, gran- 
ulated sugar in five pound sacks in 
August was 23 cents, now it is 20 
cents ; yellow sugar was 4 cents, now’ 
it is 3 cents; Jamacian cigars have 
falien in price from 15 to 10 cents. 
Currants that were 12 cents now can 
be obtained for 10 cents per pound. 
The best grade of Central American 
coffee, formerly 26 cents per pound, 
is now 24 cents, and another grade 
that was 23 cents has been reduced to 
21 cents per pound.

Probable Contest Over Sam 
Bagge’s Will. 

The disposition of the estate of the 
late Sam Bagge, who committed sui- 
cide at Hutchison, this county, by 
blowing off |his head Iwith a stick of 
dynamite, is likely to find its way into 
court. The deceased spent two hours 
in the store of Lynch & Wiggins, at 
Hutchison, before his death, in the 
preparation of a will which after the 
act of self destruction had been com- 
mitted, was turned over to his commit- 
tee, C. M. Thomas. 

The testator devised his property, 
which is valued at nearly $25,000, to 
his brother James Bagge, and three 
sisters, Mrs. Lee R. Penn, Mrs. Emma 
Carpenter and Miss Annie Bagge. It 
has now become known that Mr. 
Bagge, in 1889, and before his alleged 
temporary insanity, which necessitated 
his confinement in the asylum at Lex- 
intgon for several years, made a will 
in which he left all of his proprety to 
his sister, Mrs. Penn. An effort has 
been made to have the ma:ter adjusted 
without the expense of litigation and 
to the consummation of such a purpose 
the heirs agreed upon a committee of 
three farmers anti neighbors . of Mr. 
Bagge and the heirs, composed of 
Bev. W. Dorsey, E. E. Wood and 
Esquire E. P. Clabyrook, who were 
clothed with the authority of bringing 
about a settlement that would be satis- 
factory^ all concerned. The commit- 
tee met in Paris without coming to an 
agreement that satisfied all parties 
concerned. They again convened and 
are said to be as i'ar apart as they 
were at the first meeting. The attor- 
neys employed in the case are McMillan 
& Talbott and C. M. Thomas for James 
Bagge and two sisters, Mrs. Carpenter 
and Miss Annie Bagge, while Hon. C. 
J. Bronston, of Lexington, has been 
retained by Mrs. Penn.

debt of the state which it found at 
the conclusion of the Republican ad- 
ministration. and yet he states, in this 
printed speech, that “the state is now 
in debt,” and further he says “if the 
present administration has increased 
the taxes for general purposes, in- 
creased the value of property and still 
increases our debts, it will, if contin- 
ued in office, land Kentucky in Hell 
eventually.” 

Why should the distinguished ex- 
governor deliberately make a state- 
ment that' he and every other intelli- 
gent citizen in Kentucky knows to be 
untrue? Doesn’t a subject of this im- 
portance deserve fair and honest treat- 
ment? Have not the people at least 
a right to expect that a man who had 
once held the exalted office of gov- 
ernor should tell the truth about these ! 
things? Doesn’t he give our people j 
credit for more intelligence than to 
think it possible for him and the other 
Republican candidates to deceive 
them, like he and Mr. Willson deceiv- 
ed them in 1895? 

State Entirely Out of Debt. 

Not only is the state entirely out of 
debt, but with all of the money that 
the administration has expended for 
its public institutions, its schools, col- 
leges and its new capitol and other 
worthy improvements, we will have in 
our treasury at the close of tlfcs ad- 
ministration the first of next January 
the splendid surplus of $1,250,000. i 
know that a superb showing like that 
is discomforting to Governor Bradley j 
and the other Republican candidates. 
They cannot answer it. They cannot 
by jugglery of figures escape it. But 
it certainly does not justify them in 
deliberate misrepresentations and the j 
peddling of slanders, forgeries and j 
falsehoods to divert, if possible, the 
minds of the people from the real 
facts. 

He states in his speech that this 
administration had only appiopriated 
$1,987,789.21, while we state that a 
larger amount has been appropriated 
for w r orthy purposes. If the gentle- 
man will look on Page 21 of the 
Democratic campaign hand-book, a 
copy of which I presume he has, he 
will find a list of the items showing 
for what purposes each appropriation 
was made, amounting to $2,701,062.07, 
all of which will have been paid by 
the close of this administration and 
yet leave a surplus in the treasury as 
above stated. This list is taken from 
the records, and it will be easy for j 
him to verify it if he wants to know 
the truth about it. He says in his 
speech, “the Republican administra- 
tion was not only economical; did not 
only pay off Democratic indebtedness, 
but it did many other worthy things. ’ 
In Conflict With the Truth. 

In the light of the facts which I 
have stated and which cannot be dis- 
puted, I submit to the intelligent vot- 
ers this marvelous statement of the 
ex-governor. Of the "many worthy 
things” accomplished during his ad- 
ministration the only thing that he at- 
tempts to show' is the establishment of 
the House of Reform. I shall quote 
his exact w'ords about that wondetful 
achievement, for which he claims 
credit, and then quote Section 252 of 
the constitution of the state, and let 
the voters pass an opinion for them- 
selves upon the veracity of the ex- 
governor. Here is what he said: 
“For nearly 100 years Kentucky failed 
to erect any house of reform, but suf- 
fered children convicted of crime to 
be associated in the penitentiary with 
old and hardened criminals. It re- 1 
mained for a Republican governor to | 
denounce this outrage and urge the ■ 
building of such an institution — and 
this was accomplished during his ad- 
ministration.” The new' constitution 
of Kentucky was adopted in 1891, and 
here is Section 252; “It shall be the 
duty of the general assembly to pro- 
vide by law, as soon as practicable, 
for the establishment and maintenance 
of an institution, or institutions, for 
the detention, correction, instruction 
and reformation of all persons under 
the age of eighteen years, convicted 
of such felonies and such misdemear.- j 
ors as may be designated by law’, j 
Said institution shall be known as the | 
House of Reform.’ The Democratic 
general assembly of 1898, w'hen I was j 
speaker of the house of representa- j 
tives, passed this law providing for : 
the establishment of the House of ; 
Reform. The Republican general as- 
sembly of 1896-97 had nothing to do 
with it. It is evident, therefore, that 
his statement which I have quoted is 
not only in conflict with the truth, but 
with the constitution and law’s of the 
commonwealth. 

Willful Misrepresentation. 

I shall refer to another deliberate j 
*'k^nd willful misrepresentation of his 
in -KS?ich he states that I had held the | 
Repul)T\can administration responsible 
for the entire $1,000,000 , of bonded in- j 
debtedness which we found against ! 
the state in February, 1900. I did j 
nothing of the kind, for in my open- 1 
ing speech, and others, I have stated j 
that when the Republican administra- j 
tion borrowed $500,000 they thereby ! 
“doubled the bonded debt of the j 
state,” which, of course, to any son- 1 
sible man means that there was al- ! 
ready a bonded debt of $500,000 when 
the Republicans doubled it. * 

Governor Bradley read my opening 
speech, as his speech show’s, and said j 
that I expressed it in that way. He ; 
charges that we have been collecting ; 
more taxeg from the railroads than 
he did while he was governor. That 
is true, and we are glad that he has j 
called attention to it. He says that j 
under his administration the franchise ■ 
valuation placed 'on the railroads for 
taxation was an average of $11,329 - 
349.00, while under the Democratic ad j 
a- ministration the average has been 
$22,921,478. Xo one has complained 
that we have made the railroads pay 
exorbitant taxes, for they have pros - 1 



pered more than ever before under 
Democratic administration, but we 
have compelled them to pay upon a 
fair valuation of their property. From 
his figures it appears that we have 
doubled the valuation upon them 
since his administration. The tax at 
50 cents on this difference would be 
$57,960, which multiplied by 8 gives 
$163,680 more collected in taxes from 
this one source in the eight years of 
our administration than would have 
been collected under the valuation of 
the Republican administration. That 
increase alone is enough to pay for 
one-third of the cost of our new’ cap- 
itol. This is one of the things which 
goes to explain how the Democrats, 
with a less tax rate than the Republi- 
cans, have been able to do so much 
for the upbuilding of the state institu- 
tions. The records show that in 1899, 
the last year of Republican administra- 
tion, there w r ere only seven railroads 
assessed in the state for taxation, 
while, in 1906, under Democratic ad- 
ministration, there were nineteen rail- 
roads assessed for taxation. There 
has been much development of rail- 
road business in the state under Dem- 
ocratic administration, and some few 
lines built, but not enough to make up 
the wide difference between 7 and 19. 
The Democratic general assembly of 
1898 passed the McChord railroad rate 
bill, a measure of vast interest to our 
people, but Governor Bradley vetoed 
that measure and delayed its passage 
until 1900, when I became governor 
and signed it. Under that law’ our 
people have been saved thousands and 
tens of thousands of dollars from ex- 
tortionate charges and discrimina- 
tions by the railroad companies. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that the 
Republican governor who vetoed that j 
measure could find only seven railroad 
corporations in the state to tax. The 
Democratic administration has been 
fair and reasonable to the railroads, 
and encouraged their progress and 
development in the state, but It has 
also insisted that they shall bear their 
just portion of taxation and be fair 
and reasonable in their dealings w’ilh 
the people. 

The Cause of Education. 

Governor Bradley says nothing at all 
about the schools and the cause of 
education because he knows that noth- 
ing was done for them during his and 
Taylor’s administrations. He knows 
the vast good done for them under i 
Democratic administration, and there- 
fore ignores the subject. He does not 1 
even attempt to explain the flagrant 
action of his administration in the 
year 1899 in padding the school fund 
and increasing the school per capita 
to $2.70 for its effect upon the cam- 
paign of that year.

College and to the State Colored Nor- 
mal School. It has passed the school- 
book bill in the face of his and his 
party's opposition, that gives to the 
school children of the state their 
school books at one-third less than 
they formerly paid. In the face of 
Republican promises, which can never 
be relied upon, it presents facts like 
these. 

He complains that we have no plat- 
form.
